Henry O. Honghton' said that it began 
with the first publication of tho first 
volume of The Atlantic Monthly, in the 
initial number of which the "Autocrat 
of tho Breakfast Table" wan published 
m November, 1857. 


'His copy was always written on 


common white letter paper in a clear 
timid imcl most carefully prepared, with 
vei-y few interlineations, and these were 
only put in after tho greatest delibera- 
tion. He used to bring his copy to tho 
office himself and would afterwarc 
come and get the proofs, which he wosi 
carefully arid painstakingly corrected, 
frequently making additional -changes 
and correction t'herein when a lino in 
cold typo did not exactly suit him. 


' 'Our firm did not print The Atlantic 


in those days. W'e only stereotyped the 
plates, but nevertheless we were brought 
in contact with tho young poet frequent 
ly: In fact, he was in the office every 
few clays. 
"He was very particular about hi 


copy, and so careful was ha as to detai 
and the exactness of his facts before let 
ting matter go to press that he caused , 
us very little trouble, nnd when any- I 
thing was to blame he was far readier 
to assume the responsibility than to con- 
sure others. 


"He was in every way 0110 of the 


•most charming men I have ever known, 
of ri very sanguine temperament, al- 
though, occasionally sad nnd reminis- 
cent. 


"He said to mo not long ago that he 


felt that ho was living in another age 
and generation, and that all the people 
of his time, with whom he had lived, 
had gone and left him."—Boston Her- 
ald.

"Man 
With tho Branded Band." 


The person who became famous in the 


annals of America as "The Man With 
the Branded Hand" was a Captain Jon- 
athan Walker. He was born at Har- 
wick, Mass., in 1799, and died at Lake 
Harbor, Mich,, on April 20, 1878. On 
June 28, 1844, he attempted to steal 
seven slaves from the coast of Florida, 
the intention being to take them to Nas- 
san, in the British island of New Provi- 
dence. When only a short distance out, 
ho was overtaken and captured by the 
sloop Catherine and taken back to Key 
West. At that place hevras kept in jail 
until he could be removed to Punsacola, 
where a new trial was given. Ho was 
sentenced to' prison and chained by

THK CHINliSl", INDEMNITY. 


There is some speculation among. 


financiers in Washington and in New 
Y'ork us to whether tho Chinese in- 
demnity to Japan will be paid in silver 
or ir gold. Some are of the opinion 
that Chinr. may be a bidder for the 
surplus of silver in the United States. 
It is not believed thut thus country 
conld furnish all the silver required as 
it would take the product of the mines 
for several years. Tho treasury of- 
ficials believe the indemnity will be 
arranged on a gold-basis, jvud it doub'- 
less will if tho Gold Trust can de- 
termine the matter. 


It is conceded that there is not 


enough free and uncoined silver in the 
world to pay one-fourth of the $200,000,- 
000 that Japan is expected to exact of 
China. The uncoined bullion in the 
United States Treasury is hold as se- 
curity for tho payment of Treasury 
notes issued in exchange for it and 
which are invariably redeemed in gold 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. This 
bullion could not bo disposed of with- i ^ 
out a special act of Congress ia passed 
to authorize its siile. It is as useless
